\\ ritlt*u by T. R. Comrtloii t«> His Rd- 
ativt’s and friends in America. 
Having been up all nig ht we were 
v« *ry sleepy 
ami slept nearly all 
the afternoon. 
Sunday morning we 
arose at 9:31) somewhat rested but 
missed our “ coffee.” 
As I said break­ 
fast is from 10 to 12 and it was about 
12 when we w« *re ready to g o to the 
salon. 
Imag ine our surprise when 
we were told that it was too late for 
breakfast. 
I showed my watch, it 
sai< 1 11 :50. 
“ Ah, but don’t you see” 
said the steward, "we are loosing 40 
minuets every day, as we are travel­ 
ing estvvard you must set your watch 
ahead 40 minutes every day at noon, 
it is now 12:30.” 
As we were the 
victims of a mistake we were duly 
served with “ dejuner” as they call 
breakfast. 
We notice that holders 
are in use this morning to hold th« * 
dishes on the table. 
1 he edg e of the 
tables are turned up two inches and 
holders for bottles, wine and other 
thing s such as vineg ar, mustard etc. 
Wines are fr« ie on the French steam­ 
ers. 
This is Monday, a fjumt Christmas. 
The salon is decorated with everg reens 
and two Christmas trees adorn the 
long table tog « *th« *r with all the Row­ 
ers that were sent to passeng ers by 
friends previous to sailing . 
Accoril- 
ing to custom I g ave my steward the 
usual Christmas “ tip” ami Ada and I 
went on deck for a promenade. 
The 
air is clear and cold and the sea calm. 
It is too cold to use the chairs and we 
walk to k«*«*p warm. 
The third class 
passeng ers are aft and having « g ood 
time sing ing and dancing their native 
dance. 
I met one of the eng ineers 
who speaks a Lw words of Eng lish 
ami as 1 want to practice my French 
1 ent« *r into conversation with him 
which he «■! j *y as well as myself. We 
have a dictionary and when we g et 
♦‘cornered” we r« fer to our friend—the 
« lictionery. 
From him I learn that 
the captin's salary is i*7,(RM) a year, 
the chief eng ineer’s 5,000. These men 
have absolutely nothing to do and 
can sleep all t In* time if t hey can* to, but 
of course all the responsibility is on 
their shoulders. There are four eng i- 
neers and four midshipmen eng ineers. 
7(\ ti remen, 4') waiters, 10 otlicers and 
40 sailors besides numerous other em­ 
ployes such as bucher, barber, doctor, 
«‘tc. 
Ail told there are about 200 em­ 
ployes on board. 
There are 100 lirst 
class passeng ers, GO second «‘lass, anti 
150third class, making the number of 
people on boa rd our ship 510. 
1 was 
interested to know our steamer burns 
1500 tons of coal crossing the ocean, 
at least that is the amount the eng i­ 
neers are allowed to burn. 
If the 


w i ather is tine and the eng ineers are 
“ economy,” as my friend called it in 
his broken Eng lish, they burn less. 
The company pays the price of tin» 
3(H* tons, if they burn but 1200, to the 
four eng ineers and it is divided be­ 
tween them, coal being |2 50 per ton. 
On the other hand if they burn more 
than the allowance they pay the com­ 
pany out of their salary. 
A*move is on foot to g ive a g rand 
concert this Christmas «*v«‘uing in the 
salon and 1 am invited to play on my 
g uitar. 
There are several line music­ 
ians on board aud I pr« ‘f«*r to listen 
With a determination to be well 
Ada g o« ‘s to eat Christmas dinner 
which was to say the least simply 
g rand. 
Th« *r** was twelve courses. 
1 
quote from Ada’s diary. 
“ Imag ine 
my disappointment and fo m s’s loDg 
face when aft« » r being served three 
courses, 1 was oblig « *« l to leave the 
other nine to Tom and without wait­ 
ing to fold my napkin i left for my 
littl« 1 bunk to ivmain th« *r« ‘ the rest of 
tlie day.” 
At dinner the contents of the Christ­ 
mas trees were distributed to the pas­ 
seng ers, each receiving a paper cap 
and a motto in French. 
I lost mine. 
AH donned th« *ir paper caps of var- 
¡oti- colors ami a merry crowd it was 
i 
1 
mdecu. 
Shall 1 14*11 you about the nig ht 
wiiteli ‘ 
As L lay in iV.y cosy bunk aud 
th« * old Hiip plow* along thrc^ch the 
dark d« *ep. 
1 cannot help thinking 
about th« * the men who watch during 
the nig ht, ho i g o up on deck and 
way to the ex treme fore end of the 
boat <»r r« ather tie* bow, and there I 
lind two sailors on the lookout for 
other boats, wrecks or any dang erous 
thing . 
About tifty feet back of them 
is the pilot. 
If tlu* forward watch 
discover a boat ahead, if it is on the 
h*ft hand side, they g ive two blasts 
on a horn and cry out “ Larboard 
watch, ahoy." 
The larboard watch 
g ives th« * sig nal to the pilot and he 
steers th<* boat «*is he deems most wise. 
If the boat discovered is on the rig ht 
hand sitle one blast ot the horn and a 
call to th« * “ starboard watch.” If dan­ 
g er is directly ahead t hreo long blasts 
of the horn and both larboar« l and 
starboard watches are in consultation 
with th« « pilot. 
These watches ar<* 
chang ed every four hours, day and 
nig ht. 
In order that none of th« * 
watches may g o to sl«*«*p or in case 
any thing should happen, such as 
1 reciting or being wash« » d overboard 
a b« *ll is rung « » very half hour "idl is 
well with starboard watch” etc. Thus 
you see with four picked men con­ 
stantly on th« » look out there is littl« * 
dang er of a collision. On Tuesday 
tin* barometer indicates a storm with­ 
in 24 hours and the pass« *ng o» \s beg in 
to look pale already, especially th« * 
ladies. 
At G:l« 5 we pass the Read 
Star Line steamer. 
Notwithstanding 
the ship rolls 1 have not th« » least 
symptom of sickness and am very 
anx ious to s« *e a real “ hig h s« *a" such 
as I have seen pictured and of which 
we oft« *n read. 
i 
Wednesday morning , now we ar»* 
surely in it. 
All nig ht long the ohi 
ship rolled tremendously the water 
constantly 
covering our window. 
Only by a g r« *at « *ffort could we k«*«q> 
in our berths and did not sle« » p aft« » r 
2 a. m 
We were oblig ed to cling to 
tin* g uar 1 rail behind th« * berth or we 
would roll back and forth like a log 
in roug h water. 
All throug h the ship 
we could hear cabin doors slam, va- 
1 is« » s bang around the rooms ami our 
valise* and g uitars were really alive 
for when I stooped to pick them up 
they would quickly Hy across the 
room and hide under the berth. 
The 
water made a rushing , hissing sound 
as it came over our window and moved 
rapidly in a circular motion. 
What 
th« » condition mig ht be out of doors 
we could !!• >t tell for we could not see 
out. 
Aila was t«x> sick to g et up. 
I 
arose «at 7:3<> for 1 was tired of being 
rolled ar uml. 
After crawling oat to 
the salon and having a cup of coffee i 
and a roll 1 donned my fur coat anti \ 
hat. rubbers and mittens and went up 
on th« * hurricane deck. 
Oh. theg rau- 
tleur of the nig ht ocean.

\\ l inen by T. IL Congeon to His Rel­ 
atives aud friends in America. 
Having been up all night we were 
very sleepy 
and slept nearly all 
the afternoon. 
Sunday morning we 
arose at 9:30 somewhat rested but 
missed our “coffee.” 
As I said break­ 
fast is from IO to 12 and it was about 
12 when we were ready to go to the 
salon. 
Imagine our surprise when 
we were told that it was too late for 
breakfast. I showed my watch, it 
said 11:50. 
“Ah, but don’t you see” 
said Hie steward, “we are loosing 40 
minuets every day. as we are travel­ 
ing est ward you must set your watch 
ahead 40 minutes every day at noon, 
it is now 12:30.” 
As we were the 
victims of a mistake we were duly 
served with “dejuner” as they call 
breakfast. 
We notice that holders 
are in use this morning to hold the 
dishes on the table. 
The edge of the 
tables are turned up two inches and 
.holders for bottles, wine aud other 
things such us vinegar, mustard etc. 
Wines are free on tin* Trench 8 team- 


Th is is Monday, a quiet Christmas. 
The salon is decorated with evergreens 
aud two Christmas trees adorn the 
long table together with ail the flow­ 
ers that were sent to passengers by 
friends previous to sailing. 
Accord­ 
ing to custom I gave my steward the 
usual Christmas “tip” and Ada and I 
went on deck for a promenade. 
The 
air is clear ami cold and the sea calm. 
It is too cold to use the chairs and we 
walk to keep warm. 
The third class 
passengers are aft and having a good 
time singing and dancing their native 
dance. 
I met one of the engineers 
who speaks a few words of English 
Mild as I w.tut to practice my French 
I enter into conversation with him 
which lie enj »y as well as myself. We 
have a dictionary aud when we get 
“cornered” we refer to our friend—the 
diet winery. 
From him I learn that 
the captin's salary is $7,(HJO a year. 
the chief engineer's 5,000. These men 
have absolutely nothing to do and 
can sleep all the time if they careto, but 
of course all the responsibility is ou 
their shoulders. There ar® four engi­ 
neers and four midshipmen engineers, 
7,'1, tiremen, 4<> waiters, IU officers and 
40 sailors I a's ides numerous other em­ 
ployes such as bucher, barber, doctor, 
etc. 
All told there are about 200 em­ 
ployes on board. 
There are IOO lirst 
class passengers, CO second class, and 
loo third class, making the number of 
people oil bo ani our ship 510. 
I was 
interested to know our steamer hums 
1500 tons of coal crossing the ocean, 
at Dust that is the amount tho engi­ 
neers are a'lowed to burn.

John Bandy’s Body Found. 
On Tuesday the body of a man was 
found in the woods fiv e miles from 
Stony Brook station by E. M. Oster- 
lund and his wife who were bunting 
cattle. 
Their attention was called to 
the place by a terrible stench, and an 
inv estigation showed them that some 
human being clad in a black goatskin 
ov ercoat had met his death in that 
secluded sjiot. 
The authorities were 
notified and Deputy Coroner Losey 
went to the scene on W ednesday 
morning accompanied by sev eral per­ 
sons from Stony Brook. The remains 
were found as indicated by Mr. Os- 
terlund, but in a bad state of decom­ 
position. 
The 
man had ev idently 
been ov ercome by illness and had en­ 
deav ored to make himself a bed as a 
quantity of pine boughs had been 
g a thered and placed beside a stump 
near the place where the body was 
found. 
A W inchester riflle lay some 
feet away, and a rev olv er was in the 
coat pocket. 
Nothing was discov ered 
on the body that would lead to iden­ 
tification, although it was the general 
opinion of those present that the re­ 
mains were those of John Bandy who 
disappeared in December of last year 
from a hunting camp in that v icinity. 
An inquest was held and the follow­ 
ing v erdict rendered: 
An inquisition taken at E. M. Oster- 
lund’s on the (Jth day of May, 189 4, 
before A. E. Losey, deputy coroner of 
said county, upon v iewing tie* body 
of an unknown hunter lying there 
dead, by the oaths of the jurors whose 
names are hereunto subscribed, w ho 
being sworn to inquiry on behalf of 
the Sta te of Minnesota, when, how 
and by what means the said unknown 
hunter came to his death, upon their 
oaths do say: 
That we, the jury, be­ 
liev e the abov e came to his death by 
wandering away from his camp and 
being ov ercome by cold was frozen to 
death; and we the jury believ e him 
to be a hunter by the name of Bandy 
who came from W heelock into this 
woods.

Dav is, a brother-in-law of 
Bandy’s, went up to Stony Brook yes­ 
terday morning and had the body 
exhumed in order to identify the re­ 
mains, and his examination prov ed 
beyond a doubt that the dead man 
was John Bandy. 
H e recognized the 
fur coat and the rubbers the man 
wore were a pair he had g iv en Bandy. 
A peculiarly shaped whetstone was 
also found which Mr. Dav is had used 
many times. 
A peculiar formation of 
the teeth was looked for. Bandy hav ­ 
ing told Dav is at one time that if he 
ev er needed to be identified, his teeth 
would answer the purpose well, and 
at that time had him (Dav is) examine 
them. 
This, if nothing els» *, prov ed 
the identity of the man. The remains 
were then re-buried v v h« *re they will 
be allowed to remain a short time, 
and will then b»* remov ed to this city 
fora final resting place. 
The deceas­ 
ed was an old sohli» *r. 
The story of John Bandy’s disap­ 
pearance, published in this paper at 
the time, is that at the b» *ginning of 
the deer season last fall, he left his 
family consisting of a wife and fiv e 
children at home at Gull Lake, and 
in company with two neighbors went 
on a hunting expedition, the camp 
being located in the Stony Brook 
neighborhood. 
A day or so before 
the season closed Bandy borrowed 
one of his companion’s guns, hav ing 
none of his own and started out alone. 
He did not return that night, and as 
an agreement bail been mail» » to g o 
home the next day the two remaining 
men packed up and started, thinking 
Bandy had g one on home ahead, 
hunting on his way down. 
As he did 
not return and the days leng thened 
into weeks, foul play w’as suspected 
by some while others thought he had 
left his family and g one to Dakota, 
but the discov ery of Tuesday dispells 
any such theory, and as be was not 
healthy and was subject to sinking 
sp« *lls, it is ev ident that he was ov er­ 
come and froze to death. 
His family 
hav e remov ed to Gray Eagle. 
The day the body was discov ered a 
party was being made up to g o in 
search of him, his son hav ing arriv ed 
on Monday to join the search.

John Bandy’s Body Found. 
On Tuesday the body of a man was 
found in the woods five miles from 
Stony Brook station by E. M. Oster- 
lund and his wife who were bunting 
cattle. Their attention was called to 
the place by a terrible stench, and an 
investigation showed them that some 
human being clad in a black goatskin 
overcoat had met his death in that 
secluded spot. The authorities were 
notified and Deputy Coroner Losey 
went to the scene on Wednesday 
morning accompanied by several per- j 
sons from Stony Brook. The remains 
were fonnd as indicated by Mr. Os- 
terlund, but in a bad state of decom­ 
position. 
The man had evidently 
been overcome by illness and had en­ 
deavored to make himself a bed as a 
quantity of pine boughs had been 
gathered and placed beside a stump 
near the place where the body was 
found. 
A Winchester riflle lay some 
feet awa}*, and a revolver was in the 
coat {locket. 
Nothing was discovered 
on the body that would lead to iden­ 
tification, although it was the general 
opinion of those present that the re­ 
mains were those of John Bandy who 
disappeared in December of last year 
from a hunting camp in ttiat vicinity. 
Au inquest was held and the follow­ 
ing verdict rendered: 
Au inquisition taken at E. M. Oster- 
lund’s on the 9th day of May, 1S94, 
before A. E. Losey, deputy coroner of J 
said county, upon viewing tho body 
of an unknown hunter lying there 
dead, by the oaths of the jurors whose 
names are hereunto subscribed, who 
being sworn to inquiry on behalf of 
the State of Minnesota, when, how 
and by what means the said unknown 
hunter came to his death, upon their 
oaths do say; That we, the jury, be­ 
lieve the above came to his death by 
wandering away from his camp aud 
being overcome by cold was frozen to 
death; and we the jury believe him 
to be a hunter by the name of Bandy 
who came from Wheelock into this 
woods.

J. E. Davis, a brother-in-law of 
Bandy’s, went up to Stony Brook yes­ 
terday morning and had the body 
exhumed in order to identify the re­ 
mains, and his examination proved 
beyond a doubt that the dead man 
was John Bandy. 
He recognized the 
fur coat and the rubbers the man 
wore were a pair he had given Bandy. 
A peculiarly shaped whetstone was 
also found which Mr. Davis had used 
many times. 
A peculiar formation of 
the teeth was looked for, Bandy hav­ 
ing told Davis at one time that if he 
ever needed to be identified, his teeth 
would answer the purpose well, and 
at that time had him (Davis) examine 
them. This, if nothing else, proved 
the identity of the man. The remains 
were then re buried where they will 
be allowed to remain a short time, 
and will then be removed to this city 
fora final resting place. The deceas­ 
ed was an old soldier. 
The story of John Bandy’s disap­ 
pearance, published in this paper at 
the time, is that at the beginning of 
the deer season last fall, he left his 
family consisting of a wife and live 
children at home at Gull Lake, and 
in company with two neighbors went 
on a hunting expedition, the camp 
being located in the Stony Brook 
neighborhood. A day or so before 
the season closed Bandy borrowed 
one of his companion's guus, having 
none of his own and started out alone. 
He did not return that night, aud as 
an agreement had been made to go 
home the next day the two remaining 
men packed up and started, thinking 
Bandy had gone on home ahead, 
hunting on his way down. As he did 
riot return and the days lengthened 
into weeks, foul play was suspected 
by some while others thought he had 
left his family and gone to Dakota, 
but the discovery of Tuesday dispells 
any such theory, and as be was not 
healthy and was subject to sinking 
spells, it is evident that he was over­ 
come and froze to death. His family 
have removed to Gray Eagle. 
The day the body was discovered a 
party was being made up to go in 
search of him, his son having arrived 
on Monday to join the search.

This is Monday, a quiet Christmas. 
I'Id* salon is decorated with evergreens 
and two ('hnstm as trees adorn the 
loriff table together with aJI the flow­ 
ers that were sent to passengers by 
friends previous to sailing.

usual Christmas “tip” and Ada Rnd I 
went on deck for a promenade. 
The 
air is clear and cold and the sea calm. 
It is too colil to use the chairs and we 
walk to keep warm. 
The third class 
passengers tire tift and having a good 
time singing ami dancing their native 
dance. 
J met one of the engineers 
who speaks a frw words of English 
and as I want to practice my French 
1 enter into conversation with him 
which lie enj >v as well as m yself. 
We 
have a dictionary aud when we get 
“cornered we refer to our friend—the 
dictionery. 
From him I learn that 
the captiu’s salary is $7,(MX) a year, 
the chief engineer’s 5,(KX). Thesem en 
have absolutely nothing to do and 
can sleep all the time if they care to, but 
of course all the responsibility is on 
their shoulders. There are four engi­ 
neers ami four midshipmen engineers, 
7;\ tiremen, 40 waiters, 10 officers and 
40 sailors besides numerous other em ­ 
ployes such as bucher, barber, doctor, 


e t c . 
All told there are about 200 em ­ 
ploye's on board. 
There art' 100 lirst 
class passengers, GO second class, and 
150third class, making tin* number of 


p e o p l e o n board our ship 510. 
1 was 
interested to know our steamer burns 
1500 tons of coal crossing the ocean, 


a t least that is the amount the engi­ 
neers are allowed to burn. 
If the 
w* at her is line and the engineers are 
“economy,” as my friend called it in 
his broken English, they burn less. 
1 lie company pays the price of the 
300 tony-, if they burn but 1200, to the 
four engineers and it is divided be­ 
tween theui, coal being £2.50 per ton. 
On the *»ther hand if they burn more 
than the allowance they pay the com ­ 
pany out of their salary. 
A move is on foot to give a grand 
concert this Christmas eveuing in the 
salon and 1 am invited to play on my 
guitar. 
There are several line m usic­ 
ians on board and I prefer to listen 
With a determination to be well 
Ada goes to etit Christmas dinner 
which was to say the least sim ply 
grand. 
There was twelve courses. 
I 
quote from Ada’s diary. 
“Im agine 
my disappointment and Tunis’s long 
face when after being served three 
courses, I was obliged to leave the 
other nine to Tom and without wait­ 
ing to fold my napkin i left for my 
little bunk to remain there the rest of 
t lie d ay.” 
At dinner the contents of the Christ­ 
mas trees were distributed to thepas- 
, sengers, each receiving a paper cap 
i and a motto in French. 
I lost mine. 
All donned their paper caps of var- 
iuii- colors aud a merry crowd it was 
i 
1 
ind*“**i.. 
Shall 1 tell you about the night 
watch ’ 
As I lay in iDy cosy bunk and 
tin* old ship plows along thrCffgh the 
dark d*'**t>. 
1 cannot help thinking 
about th** the men who watch during 
the night, so J go up on deck and 
way to the extreme fore end of the 
boat or rather the bow, aud there I 
lind two sailors on the lookout for 
other boats, wrecks or any dangerous 
thing. 
About fifty feet back of them 
is the pilot. 
Jf the forward watch 
discover a boat ahead, if it is on the 
left hand S id e , t h e y give two blasts 
on a horn and cry out “Larboard 
watch, ahoy.’ 
I h e larboard watch 
gives the signal to th** pilot and he 
steers the boat as he deems most wise. 
If th** boat discovered is on the right 
hand side one blast ot the horn and a 
call to the “starboard watch.” If dan­ 
ger is directly ahead three long blasts 
of the horn and both larboard aud 
starboard watches an* in consultation 
with the pilot. 
These watches are 
changed every four hours, day and 
night. 
In order that none o*f tin* 
watches may go to sleep or in case 
any thing should happen, such as 
Ireeziug or being washed overboard 
a bell is rung every half hour “all is | 
well with starboard watch” etc. Thus 
you see with four picked men con j 
ptnutly on the look ont there is little 
danger of a collision. 
On Tuesdav 
I the barometer indicates a storm with- 
i in 24 hours aud the passengers begin 
to look pale already, especially th** 
I ladies. 
At 6:15 we pass the *B<*ad 
Star Line steamer. 
Notwithstanding 
| the ship rolls I have not the least 
! symptom of sickness and am very 
I anxious to see a real “high sea” such 
as I have seen pictured ami of which 
I we often read. 
\\ ednesday morning, now wo are 
surely in it. 
All night long the old 
I ship rolled tremendously 
the water 
! constantly 
covering 
our 
window. 
; Only by a great effort could we keep | 
j in our berths and did not sleep after 
2 a. m 
We were obliged to cling to 
the guar 1 rail behind the berth or we 
would roll back and forth like a log 
in rough water. 
All through the ship 
we could hear cabin doors slam, va­ 
lises bang around the rooms anil our 
valises and guitars were really alive 
i for when I stooped to pick them up 
; they would quickly fly across the 
room and hide under the berth. 
The 
water made a rushing, hissing sound 
: as it came over our window and moved 
rapidly in a circular motion. 
What 
the condition might be out of doors 
j we could not tell for we could not set* 
, out. 
Ada was too sick to get up.

| arose at 7:30 for 1 was tired of being 
rolled around. 
After crawling oat to 
tin* salon and having a cup of coffee

John Bandy’s Body Found. 
On Tuesday the body of a man was 1 
found in the woods five miles from 
Stony Brook station by E. M. Oster- J 
lund and his wife who were bunting ! 
cattle. 
Their attention was called to j 
the place by a terrible stench, and an 
investigation showed them that some 
human being clad in a black goatskin j 
overcoat had met his death in that , 
secluded spot. 
The authorities were ; 
notified and Deputy Coroner Losey 
went to the scene on Wednesday 
morning accompanied by several per­ 
sons from Stony Brook. The remains 
were found as indicated by Mr. Os- 
terlund, but in a bad state of decom­ 
position. 
The 
man had evidently 
been overcome by illness and had en­ 
deavored to make himself a bed as a 
quantity of pine boughs had been 
gathered and placed beside a stump 
near the place where the body was 
found. 
A Winchester riflle lay some 
feet away, and a revolver was in the 
coat pocket. 
Nothing was discovered 
on the body that would lead to iden­ 
tification, although it was the general 
opinion of those present that the re­ 
mains were those of John Bandy who 
disappeared in December of last year 
from a hunting camp in that vicinity. 
An inquest was held and the follow­ 
ing verdict rendered: 
An inquisition taken at E.M. Oster- 
lund’s on the 9th day of May, 1S94, 
before A. E. Losey, deputy coroner of 
said county, upon viewing tin* body 
of an unknown hunter lying there 
dead, by the oaths of the jurors whose 
names are hereunto subscribed, who 
being sworn to inquiry on behalf of 
the State of Minnesota, when, how 
and by what means the said unknown 
hunter came to his death, upon their 
oaths do say: That we, the jury, be­ 
lieve the above came to his death by 
wandering away from Ins camp and 
being overcome by cold was frozen to 
death; and we the jury believe him 
to be a hunter by the name of Bandy 
Wheelock into this 
A. E. L o s e y , 
Deputy Coroner. 
E. M. OsTERLUND. 
J o h n C a r r o l l , 
J. R . L y n c h . 
J o e E l l i o t t . 
a brother-in-law of 
Bandy’s, went up to Stony Brook yes­ 
terday morning and had the body 
exhumed in order to identify the re­ 
mains, and his examination proved 
beyond a doubt that the dead man 
was John Bandy. 
He recognized the 
fur coat and the rubbers the man 
wore were a pair he had given Bandy. 
A peculiarly shaped whetstone was 
also found which Mr. Davis had used 
many times. 
A peculiar formation of 
the teeth was looked for. Bandy hav- 
ng told Davis at one time that if he 
ever needed to be identified, his teeth 
would answer the purpose well, and 
at that time had him (Davis) examine 
them. 
This, if nothing else, proved 
the identity of the man. The remains 
were then re-buried where they will 
be allowed to remain a short time, 
and will then be removed to this city 
fora final resting place. 
The deceas­ 
ed was an old soldier. 
The story of John Bandy’s disap­ 
pearance, published in this paper at 
the time, is that at the beginning of 
the deer season last fall, he left his 
family consisting of a wife and five 
children .at home at Gull Lake, and 
in company with two neighbors went 
on a hunting expedition, the camp 
being located in the Stony Brook 
neighborhood. 
A day or so before 
the season closed Bandy borrowed 
one of his companion's guus, having 
none of his own and started out alone. 
He did not return that night, and as 
an agreement had been made to go 
home the next day the two remaining 
men packed up and started, thinking 
Bandy had gone on home ahead, 
hunting on his way down. 
As he did 
not return and the days lengthened 
into weeks, foul play was suspected 
by some while others thought he had 
left his family and gone to Dakota, 
but the discovery of Tuesday dispells 
any such theory, and as be was not 
healthy and was subject to sinking 
spells, it is evident that ho was over­ 
come and froze to death. 
His family 
have removed to Gray Eagle. 
The day the body was discovered a 
party was being made up to go in 
search of him, his son having arrived 
on Monday to join the search.
